Missing in Action

Thirty minutes into a March 8 
mayoral forum organized by the San 
Francisco Democratic Party, Board of Su- 
pervisors President and mayoral candi- 
date London Breed stood up and walked 
off stage. The event — which drew 
around 100 people — was marketed as “A 
People’s Forum,” and candidates Michelle 
Bravo, Amy Farah-Weiss, Angela Alioto, 
Mark Leno, and Jane Kim all attended. 
Breed’s disappearance rattled comment- 
ers on Facebook, who had tuned in to a 
live-stream video. 

“Does anyone know what happened 
to London?” one woman asked. 

“Tm disappointed that London left. 
I lean more towards Jane, but I really 
wanted to hear what London had to 
say, another said. 

For those who tuned in late, her 
disappearance seemed unexplained, but 
San Francisco Democratic Party Pres- 
ident David Campos mentioned it in 
his welcoming statements to the crowd 
before the forum began. 

“When we set up the debate back in 
February, we found a time that every 
candidate confirmed could be here: 
March 8,” Campos said. “We were in- 
formed a couple of days ago that Presi- 
dent Breed would not be able to be here 
for the entire forum.” 

Turning to Breed, Campos urged her 
to reconsider. 

“We have a chair for you. We would 
love to hear from you,” he said. “I would 
ask the candidates to stay for the whole 
thing. It’s the San Francisco Democratic 
Party; there are 250,000 San Francisco 
Democrats who want to hear from all 
of you.” 

But Breed did leave, with nary a 
mention of her other commitments. 
One livestream commenter had a theo- 
ry why. “She had fundraiser in Fillmore 
(her turf) and another after that. Cecil 
& Jan Williams. Many JTown politicos 
in attendance,” she said. 

As we move toward June’s mayoral 
election, a pattern has begun to appear 
for Breed. Out of 12 community may- 
oral forums that have taken place since 
Feb. 3, Breed has missed five — not 
including her disappearance from the 
San Francisco Democratic Party forum 
above. In comparison, Kim has missed 
only one: the YIMBY Party’s Urbanist 
Housing Forum on March 8. Leno has 
also had a good attendance rate, miss- 
ing only KQED’s event at the Castro 
Theater due to a last-minute injury to 
his right eye. 

To be fair, it’s not easy running a

diverse district with tens of thousands 
of residents, being president of an ar- 
gumentative Board of Supervisors, and 
running a mayoral campaign. And, as 
this is the first mayoral election without 
an incumbent in more than a decade, 
there are an exceptional number of 
forums taking place, with every imag- 
inable neighborhood organization and 
political group jumping into the fray. 

But the types of forums Breed is 
skipping, and what she’s choosing to do 
instead, sends an interesting message 
about her campaign priorities. 

On Feb. 14, she backed out of one of 
the first large-scale forums. For weeks, 
the S.F. Progressive Coalition Mayor- 
al Forum advertised the Valentine’s 
Day event as one that would include 
Breed, but behind the scenes, coalition 
members had a hard time pinning her 
down. Each candidate had 30 minutes 
to speak, and out of respect for Breed’s 
tight schedule, organizer Ben Becker 
from San Francisco Berniecrats gave her 
priority on a time slot. 

“We gave her any time that entire 
evening. We couldn’t get her to agree to 
a single time for weeks,” Becker says. 

Two days before the event was to 
take place, Breed’s campaign staff asked 
Becker to remove her name and photo 
from materials advertising the event, 
saying she couldn't make it. 
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“They wanted to review the messag- 
ing that I was going to send out,’ Becker 
says. “They were very concerned that 
the messaging would display her in a 
bad light.” 

Three weeks later, Breed skipped an- 
other large-scale forum at Mission High 
School. The Community Mayoral Forum 
on March 4 was organized by S.F. Rising 
and Jobs with Justice, specifically to ad- 
dress the needs of low-income commu- 
nities of color. According to a Facebook 
post on the event page, Breed’s team 
only notified the organizers that she 
wouldn't be attending on March 3. 

On March 8, Breed walked out of 
the DCCC event, and six days later, on 
March 14, she opted out of a forum 
organized by the Latino Democratic 
Club, San Francisco Latino Parity and 
Equity Coalition, and Latin@ Young 
Democrats of San Francisco. The event 
was particularly welcoming to working 
Mission families — free childcare was 
provided, refreshments served, and 
Spanish translation services offered for 
non-English speakers. 

Lila Carrillo, president of the Latino 
Democratic Club, tells SF Weekly that 
she reached out to Maggie Muir from 
Breed’s campaign weeks in advance 
about the event. 

“T texted her and gave her a call,” 
Carrillo says. “She replied saying, “Thank 


you for the invite. We'll process your 
request and let you know. ” 

But after that, there was radio si- 
lence. Carrillo reached out a few more 
times, offering Breed her pick of time 
slots. In the end, after multiple efforts 
to contact Muir, the event went forward 
without Breed. 

But the story doesn’t end there. 
According to Carrillo, after word got 
around that Breed had seemingly blown 
off the forum, a member of the Latino 
Parity and Equity Coalition received a 
call from her campaign office angrily 
claiming that no one had reached out to 
them. Carrillo ended up taking screen- 
shots of her conversation with Muir 
to prove contact had been made with 
Breed’s campaign. 

The night the Latino community 
forum took place, Breed instead attend- 
ed an event held by the San Francisco 
Women’s Political Committee, who 
announced they were endorsing her for 
mayor. 

One day after the S.F. Latino Forum 
— on March 15 — Breed backed out 
of another event, held by the Bernal 
Heights Democratic Club. 

“We let all of the candidates know 
the date of our endorsement meeting 
when we sent out the candidate ques- 
tionnaire on Jan. 22,” a representative 
from the club told SF Weekly in an 
email. “We confirmed our invitation to 
the Breed campaign on Feb. 18.” 

She didn’t make it. The Bernal 
Heights Democratic Club ended up 
jointly endorsing Jane Kim, Mark Leno, 
and Amy Farah Weiss, all of whom at- 
tended. 

Last but not least, Breed took a 
pass on the Mayoral Candidates’ Town 
Hall on Housing on March 17, held in 
the Tenderloin specifically to address 
affordable housing needs in San Fran- 
cisco. Later that evening, however, 
she did manage to visit the scene of a 
four-alarm fire in North Beach to talk 
to the media, despite it not being in her 
district. 

Reading between the lines, it’s not 
difficult to deduce that Breed may be 
picking her forums based off the friend- 
liness of the audience, theme, and or- 
ganizers. Avoiding the Progressive Co- 
alition’s forum is transparent — Breed 
is a moderate candidate, and would 
probably not have had a warm reception 
from attendees. The Bernal Heights 
Democratic Club has also historically 
leaned toward progressive candidates, 
endorsing Supervisor Hillary Ronen 
during her campaign in November 
2016. And it was known in advance that 


angry residents of Midtown, a low-in- 
come housing project in the Western 
Addition, would attend the Town Hall 
on Housing. 

Making the choice to skip forums 
where she may not have an impact on 
attendees who've already made up their 
minds is one thing, but Breed comes off 
badly with the others. She’s campaign- 
ing hard for Chinese American support, 
but if her choice of forums is any in- 
dication, she’s shown little interest in 
wooing the Latino vote. 

By SF Weekly’s count, there are 11 
more mayoral forums between now and 
June 5. Based on her campaign website, 
Breed has committed to five of them: 
one held by the Chronicle on April 2; 
three on April 26, when the Aging and 
Disability Forum takes place at 10:30 
a.m., the API Council Forum at 5 p.m., 
and the Westside Mayoral Forum at 
6:30 p.m; and one by the Common- 
wealth Club on May 2. 

She’s not pussyfooting around the 
events she’s skipping. Despite rushing 
to the scene of a fire in North Beach, 
she doesn’t appear too enthusiastic 
about winning the votes of that neigh- 
borhood, having already turned down 
an invitation to a neighborhood forum 
there on April 2. 

“T was not given a particular reason,” 
event organizer Bethany Golden said. 

On Monday, SF Weekly reached out 
to Breed’s campaign to fact-check the 
list of forums she’d attended. Included 
with the list was a justification for her 
absences. 

“She’s been speaking at protest 
rallies. She’s been on the streets with 
volunteers every weekend,” campaign 
spokesperson Tara Moriarty said. 
“There are a variety of ways to meet 
with voters, and forums are an import- 
ant one, but not the only one. She is 
balancing her commitment as a super- 
visor with campaign opportunities and 
looks forward to the remaining forums 
and being engaged with voters.” 

Campaign choices aside, Breed’s 
attendance record raises the question 
of what we want in a mayor. In a city 
that’s becoming increasingly divided 
over issues of housing, homelessness, 
transportation, and politics, it’s import- 
ant for our next mayor to be skilled at 
building bridges across communities 
in conflict. It’s not fun, but part of that 
has to include showing up to events 
where people disagree with you.

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Tall Tales 


Scott Wiener's 8-story height proposal is the new 800-pound gorilla in the California housing debate.

Imagine 8-story condos packed 
across San Francisco, from the Embar- 
cadero waterfront to the shores of the 
Sunset, and everywhere in between. 
That’s a real possibility under a contro- 
versial bill from state Senator Scott Wie- 
ner that would take on the California 
housing crisis by radically “upzoning” 
height allowances near public transit 
stops. 

SB 827 aims to increase the amount 
of housing built near public transpor- 
tation stops by adding a “transit-rich 
bonus” that pushes up height limits 
beyond what local jurisdictions have 
approved. In San Francisco, that means 
new housing developments could go up 
to eight stories across every inch of the 
city that is not a public park. 

Advocates insist this would be a 
boon for affordable housing, luxury 
condos, and housing at every price 
point in between. 

“Building subsidized affordable 
housing has about twice the anti-dis- 
placement effect as building regular 
market-rate housing,’ Laura Foote 
Clark, executive director of pro-housing 
group YIMBY Action, tells SF Weekly. 
“We should be allowing the building of 
both as quickly as possible to stop this 
displacement disaster.” 

But a quirk in our local geography 
means that if passed, this bill would 
transform San Francisco in ways it 
would not affect most California cities. 
SB 827 applies these height growth 
bonuses to any housing project within 
a quarter-mile radius of a stop ona 
“high-quality transit corridor.” Thanks 
to the prevalence of Muni, that’s basi- 
cally all of San Francisco except Golden 
Gate Park, the Presidio, and Lake Mer- 
ced Park. 

A San Francisco Planning Commis- 
sion analysis found these growth bo- 
nuses would apply to a full 96 percent 
of San Francisco land. 

“827 would rezone the entire city,” 
Planning Commissioner Dennis Rich- 
ards complained at a March 15 meet- 
ing. “This is a recipe for Beverly Hills in 
the Sunset.” 

The Commission also balked at the 
lack of affordable housing guarantees 
in the bill. “SB 827 may result in more 
affordable housing overall,’ Richards 
said, reading from the analysis. “I call 
BS. 

And that’s nothing compared to the 
response from Sup. Aaron Peskin, who 
has called for a lawsuit against the state 
if the bill passes. “I am an unabashed 
opponent,” Peskin said at a Board of 
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If SB 827 is passed, 
San Francisco's skyline 
may look drastically 
different in 10 years. 


Supervisors Land Use Committee hear- 
ing this month. 

Sup. Jane Kim has emerged as 
the most vocal adversary of the bill, 
throwing a protest rally this month at 
the West Portal Muni station that just 
happened to dovetail into her may- 
oral campaign. (Kim, you'll recall, ran 
against Wiener for the state senate seat 
he now holds.) 

“Who benefits from building luxury 
condos? Luxury condo developers,’ Kim 
wrote in a March 15 Medium post. “They 
will make billions of dollars. The reality 
is many of these luxury units remain 
empty as investment properties. Vacant 
luxury condos don’t build community, 
house our residents, or make our neigh- 
borhoods safer.” 

Kim characterizes all forms of new 
housing as “luxury condos,” which may 
be an exaggeration. But both sides in 
this height debate accuse the other of 
telling tall tales. 

“Scott Wiener’s putting out this bill 
to shake us all up right now and say ‘Oh 
my god, eight stories all throughout San 
Francisco!’” mayoral candidate Amy 
Farah Weiss said at a recent mayoral 
debate. “That's preparing us to do some- 
thing in between, and that’s a classic 
negotiating tactic.” 

But scare tactics also apply to the 
contemporary reality of Bay Area 
housing. Curbed SF writer Sally Kuchar 


belted out a tweetstorm Monday that 
went viral, sizing up the statistical 
state of affairs of our housing market. 
“Spoiler: It’s really, really, really bad,” 
she tweeted. 

Over the course of 19 successive 
tweets, she spelled out how 413 San 
Francisco homes have been sold over 
the last 30 days. The median price has 
been an insane $1.45 million, with 
an average of more than six offers per 
home. 

Most houses go well above asking 
price, and disproportionately to em- 
ployees of billion-dollar tech companies 
who can afford gigantic down payments 
or all-cash offers the likes of which few 
of us could ever dream. The problem 
is even worse down the peninsula and 
closer to Silicon Valley. 

But SB 827 does not make other 
wealthier communities build up the 
way it does for San Francisco. Former 
Redfin CTO Sasha Aickin created an 
interactive map of how SB 827 would 
affect zoning across the state, posting it 
at TransitRichHousing.org. 

San Francisco zoning is complete- 
ly overhauled, but places like Marin 
County and Orinda — two communi- 
ties singled out by YIMBY Action as 
“exclusionary” — are almost entirely 
unaffected by the bill. 

“Td love for it to apply in more plac- 
es, YIMBY Action’s Foote Clark says. 
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“Marin, which successfully killed BART, 
is less affected than Id like.” 

To his credit, Wiener has recognized 
the blowback, and added a few tenants 
rights amendments to the bill. Now, it 
allows cities to ban the demolition of 
rent-controlled housing, has added pro- 
tections that displaced tenants get first 
dibs on new development, and contains 
a “Right to Remain” guarantee that de- 
velopers have to pay all moving expens- 
es for displaced tenants, plus pay their 
rent for up to 42 months if they had to 
move because of the development. 

It’s a step in the right direction, but 
tenant advocates argue that “market 
solutions” don’t exactly have the best 
track record for the working class and 
people of color. 

“It’s not enough to hope that we'll 
get more affordable housing,” Planning 
Commissioner Millicent Johnson said 
this month. “T really appreciate the 
amendments that have been made to 
protect renters. But we all know what 
happens in real life. Enforcement falls 
to the city and nonprofits. Even with 
those protections and even with those 
efforts, folks fall through the cracks, 
particularly the most vulnerable.” 

Critics complain that upzoning is 
mandatory in this bill, but the anti-dis- 
placement measures are not. In San 
Francisco, upzoning would mostly affect 
areas known as single-family neighbor- 
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hoods, which compose about 70 percent 
of zoned San Francisco land. 

YIMBY Action wrote a letter to the 
Planning Commission last year calling 
for the upzoning of all single family and 
duplex lots. “Protecting ‘neighborhood 
character’ exacerbates racial and eco- 
nomic segregation and decreases our 
housing supply, worsening rents and 
home prices for all,” they said. 

Whether single-family neighbor- 
hoods are racist and classist depends 
where you look. You could sure make 
that case against tony neighborhoods 
like Presidio Heights and St. Francis 
Wood. But according to the most re- 
cent Zumper data, the most affordable 
neighborhood in town — the Excelsior 
— is also single-family-heavy, and one 
of the most multi-ethnic neighbor- 
hoods in the city. 

Wiener’s upzoning bill is opposed by 
every San Francisco mayoral candidate 
except Board President London Breed, 
though none of them has a vote on 
whether the bill makes it through the 
statehouse. Nevertheless, Weiner is 
still revising the bill with state senate 
subcommittees, so there will be more 
than eight more stories to this devel- 
oping saga.

BART police reported more violent crimes, cell phone thefts and arrests in 2017.

As unassuming BART riders com- 
muted to work or crossed the Bay to 
catch a concert throughout last year, 
transit police were keeping busy with in- 
creased violent crimes and significantly 
more arrests. 

BART police released a crime report 
Tuesday, which shows a 40 percent 
increase in arrests, and a 24 percent 
increase in violent crime on its trains 
and stations since 2016. Electronic 
thefts were also up by 52 percent — or 
417 thefts — despite a touted public 
outreach campaign of visual and audi- 
ble warnings throughout the system 
for riders to secure their phones. 

As some electronics are stolen using 
force or fear, they’re counted among 
the 347 reported violent crimes, which 
BART cites as one of the reasons for 
the increase. 

Last Friday, a woman on a Pitts- 
burg-Baypoint train experienced this 
first hand when a young male shoved 
her at Embarcadero Station, took her 
iPhone, and ran off the train. And in 
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February, four suspects dragged a rider 
off a train at Powell Street Station, 
beating him and stealing his iPhone X. 

Both cases are under investigation 
and authorities have not yet arrested 
suspects, says BART Police Sgt. John 
Power. But police say high-quality im- 
ages from their surveillance cameras 
have helped identify suspects, and con- 
tribute to more arrests. 

“The word is getting out that BART 
is not a soft target for these thieves,” 
says BART Police Chief Carlos Rojas. 
“If you take someone’s cell phone, we 
have the tools to find you.” 

Bike thievery has also become more 
difficult thanks to more secure bike 
racks and bike lockers, BART says. 
There were 448 thefts reported in 
2017, down from the 544 reported in 
2016; 

BART riders who park in the sys- 
tem’s 47,000 parking spaces can also 
breathe a small sigh of relief. Car 
burglaries have slightly decreased to 
420 thefts in 2017, down from 480 the 
previous year. 

As SF Weekly previously reported, 
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prohibition orders have been a tool to 
keep violent or unruly passengers away 
from BART for a limited time. They’re 
being used more frequently; in 2017, 
police issued 315 prohibition orders — 
a 14 percent increase from 2016. 

Not every BART rider may witness 
violent crimes or thefts but others 
may notice officers stationed by the 
platform to check for valid fares. That’s 
due to the Muni-inspired fare evasion 
crackdown that took effect in March. 

We may not see the impact on 2018 
numbers for several more months but 
in 2017, BART police issued 8,223 
citations, warnings, or otherwise inter- 
acted with suspected fare evaders — a 
nearly 88 percent increase from the 
year before. 

With another 16 police officers add- 
ed to the transportation network team 
last year, it’s going to be harder than 
ever before to misbehave on BART.

Consequential 
Questioning 


With anew citizenship 
census question, 
California could lose 

out on congressional 
representation and federal 
resources. 


Five hours after the Trump ad- 
ministration announced it would add 
a citizenship question to the 2020 
Census, California officials filed a law- 
suit that deemed the move “uncon- 
stitutional.” 

The U.S. Department of Com- 
merce announced Monday night 
that it would heed a Trump ad- 
ministration request to include 
citizenship as a question on the 
2020 Census, prompting serious 
concern from census experts and 
civil rights advocates. The U.S. De- 
partment of Justice filed an official 
request in December, but critics 
have warned that the question will 
lead to an undercount of demo- 
graphics — which are used to draw 
political districts and determine 
federal resources. 

On Tuesday morning, California 
Attorney General Xavier Becerra 
and Secretary of State Alex Padilla 
called the late-night citizenship 
addition “reckless” and an effort 
to undermine an underfunded, 
understaffed Census Bureau. And 
as a state with a significant immi- 
grant population that will likely 
fear answering the questionnaire, 
California could see reduced repre- 
sentation in Congress and federal 
revenues. 

“California simply has too much 
to lose to allow the Trump Admin- 
istration to botch this important 
decennial obligation,” Becerra said 
in a statement. “What the Trump 
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Administration is requesting is not 
just alarming, it is an unconstitu- 
tional attempt to disrupt an accu- 
rate Census count.” 

Citizenship status was last 
included on the decennial census 
in 1950, seven years after the 
information was used in the Japa- 
nese internment process. Now, it’s 
included in the annual American 
Community Survey, but the com- 
merce department says it’s also 
needed on the broader, compre- 
hensive census. 

“Having citizenship data at the 
census block level will permit more 
effective enforcement of the [1965 
Voting Rights Act],” the commerce 
department stated. “Secretary 
[Wilbur] Ross determined that ob- 
taining complete and accurate in- 
formation to meet this legitimate 
government purpose outweighed 
the limited potential adverse im- 
pacts.” 

Padilla argues that bringing the 
question back not only reneges on 
bipartisan protocol for 70 years, 
but that its intentions appear sinis- 
ter when given context. The Trump 
administration has disbanded a 
voter fraud commission, has not 
responded to Russian interference 
in the 2016 election, and espouses 
anti-immigration rhetoric and fre- 
quent disdain for California. 

“That this administration would 
claim that adding the question is 
simply them seeking to enforce the 
Voting Rights Act is not just laugh- 
able, it’s contemptible,” Padilla said 
at a press conference Tuesday. “We 
need only look at the administra- 
tion’s deplorable record when it 
pertains to voting rights.” 

New York Attorney General Eric 
Schneiderman also announced he 
would lead a multistate lawsuit to 
block the move. 

“We look forward to making our 
case in court,’ Becerra said. “This is 
not our first trip to the rodeo.” IM

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HASHING OUT HOME GROWS 





Are Personal 
Grow Boxes 
the Future of 
Cannabis? 


Doug Guy doesn’t consume can- 
nabis — but he believes in its power to 
heal. A friend who wanted to grow mari- 
juana in Massachusetts got him thinking 
about the plant for the first time. 

“My friend was talking about put- 
ting tents in people’s yards and then 
doing a co-op grow and splitting the 
yield,” Guy says. “I told him it was a 
brilliant idea, but also illegal.” 

The conversation inspired Guy to 
seek out legal alternatives, which led 
him to Cloudponics — one of several 
companies offering home-grow boxes 
intended to replace rudimentary tent 
and closet grows. The GroBox is a sleek 
piece of technology, one whose appeal 
comes from simplicity of use and the 
fact that the tower-shaped unit can eas- 
ily be wedged into a living room with- 
out drawing attention to itself. As long 
as you don't hang any black-light Doors

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posters on it, it really does blend in. 

More importantly, devices like the 
GroBox have enabled people to grow 
their own medicine in relative safety 
and seclusion in places where cannabis 
is not legally available. As a co-owner 
of a logistics company in Dallas, Guy 
was intrigued enough to team with 
Cloudponics and establish GroTek, a 
distributor for the boxes covering the 
Northeast. 

Guy is personally familiar with the 
need to find alternative treatments to 
chronic and debilitating conditions. A 
disabled veteran, he broke his leg in six 
places falling from a helicopter while 
on duty in Iraq in 1992 and still expe- 
riences discomfort. While he manages 
his pain with CBD oil, it’s the stories 
from other home-box users that inspire 
him to continue spreading the word. 

One example is a young man from 
Texas. To protect his 
identity — medicinal 
cannabis remains illegal 
in Texas — we'll call him 
Daniel. Guy saw Daniel 
giving a GroBox demon- 
stration on YouTube 
and messaged him to 
connect. 

“T asked him what 
made him decide to buy 
a box,” Guy recalls. “He 
told me that he and his 
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wife both suffer from such bad anxiety 
that when they go outside and meet 
other people, they have panic attacks. 
For his wife, it was so bad that she 
couldn’t even have a job. He told me, 
‘We have two kids, and they are like 
prisoners in our home.” 

Daniel's story may be extreme, but 
it’s one to which many marijuana pa- 
tients can relate. Even in states where 
it’s legal to grow your own plants, the 
process is hardly a simple one. From 
managing mineral infusions to mon- 
itoring water levels to adjusting light 
schedules, cannabis is a fickle plant 
that requires more than a beginner’s 
green thumb. However, for patients like 
Daniel, growing is sometimes the only 
option. 

Guy reports that after two months 
with a GroBox, Daniel and his wife were 
able to fully wean themselves off of 
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the potent, numbing anti-anxiety med- 
ications they were taking. Daniel also 
told him that the process of growing 
and tending to his plants itself became a 
form of therapy. 

“He said it’s had such a calming effect 
that recently he and his wife were able 
to go to IHOP for pancakes with their 
kids,” Guy says. “He has two daughters 
—a 4-year-old and a 2-year-old — and 
they'd never been out of the house as a 
family.” 

Another individual Guy met is a 
fellow Iraq veteran who was hit by an 
IED and suffered severe head injuries. 
Technically considered “120-percent 
disabled,” the veteran lives in Connecti- 
cut and receives a monthly check from 
the government. Were he to register for 
his state’s medical marijuana program, 
he would lose his right to bear arms, so 

getting a grow box was the 
perfect solution. 

“He’s not on pain med- 
icine or any other psycho- 
tropic medications,’ Guy 
reports. “I think he said 
the last grow he did was 
nine ounces. That’s more 
than enough for what he 
needs.” 

While the purchase 
of a grow box may seem 
prohibitively high — for 

example, the Cloudponics

GroBox currently retails for $2,490 — 
the cost of regulated cannabis here in 
California may inspire some people to 
consider the long-term savings. When 
considering options outside the state — 
and especially in areas where cannabis 
possession and cultivation is still subject 
to outrageously strict legal ramifications 
— the appeal of having what essentially 
looks like a refrigerator-sized beige cabi- 
net is hard to deny. 

“You can grow right in your living 
room, and nobody would be the wiser,” 
Guy notes. 

Throw in the fact that these products 
are increasingly being sold with “smart” 
technology that knows when to dim the 
lights and water the plants, and it’s easy 
to see why folks like Daniel and the vet- 
eran from Connecticut are growing their 
medicine at home. 

Grow boxes may be the result of a 
government unable to rectify its citi- 
zen’s clear demand for legalized canna- 
bis across the country, but until a more 
permanent solution comes along, you 
may start to notice some new furniture 
the next time you visit your friends 
and family.

Whois liable 
for adefective 
product?

This week's question comes from from 
Robert W. in Pinole, who writes: 


0: bought a bike recently and, when | was 
using It, the front fork cracked, broke and sent 
me over the handlebars. | landed on my head 
and shoulder. Thanktully, | was wearing a hel- 
met. My head is OK, but | broke my shoulder. 
My research shows the bike frame was prob- 
ably made in China. | bought the bike at a lo- 
cal store, not a chain, and they said they 
would refund my money or give me a replace- 
ment frame. When | asked if they would pay 
my medical bills, they told me they are not re- 
sponsible and that | need to go after the man- 
ufacturer in China. How do | do that?” 


A: Robert, what you describe Is a classic 
case of a defective product. California has a 
well-developed body of law designed to deal 
with defective products. A “product” can be 
anything from bottled water and food to cars, 
motorhomes and planes. 

A product Is not defective simply because 
someone Is injured while using It, though 


misuse Is one defense available 
to a defendant in a product defect 
case: If you were doing jumps on 
a road bike, you probably misused 
the product. 

Product defect law breaks 
down into three categories: de- 
sign defect, manufacturing defect 
and failure to warn — or, Insome 
instances, all three. What you 
present may be a design defect, 
manufacturing defect or both. 

My firm has handled many 
such cases including defective 
breaks, pedals, wheels, spokes, 
front fork separations and defec- 
tive tires. Defects in bicycles can 
lead to personal injury and, unfor- 
tunately, death. While | am sorry to 
hear that you were injured, |am 
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Anyone involved in the chain of distribution 
is liable to the consumer for injury caused by 


grateful that you did not suffer brain a defective product. 


damage or worse (thanks to your 
helmet). 

There is an aspect of liability called “strict 
product liability,” which says a manufacturer 
is liable if, when the product left the particu- 
lar manufacturers control, it differed from the 
manufacturer's intended result or from appar- 
ently identical products of the same manufac- 
turer, and if the product was used in a manner 
reasonably foreseeable by the defendant but 
nonetheless caused a person injury. A well- 
known example involves a bottle of coke that 
exploded as a consumer was trying to open It. 

A plaintiff's burden in a manufacturing de- 
fect case is to demonstrate there was a flaw 
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in the manufacturing process. To prevail, a 
plaintiff must show the product was in the 
same condition as when tt left the manufac- 
turer. If the product has been altered in such a 
way that it is materially different than when It 
left the manufacturer, either from misuse or 
some material modification, then liability 
might be precluded against the manufacture. 
In your case, there may be a defect in the as- 
sembly, a metallurgical defect or a lamination 
defect that may have caused the failure. 

A perfectly manufactured product may still 
be defective because of a flaw in Its design. 
Again, the product must be materially the 


same at the time of failure as 
when it left the manufacturer. 
This type of defect may exist If 
there is an engineering flaw that 
causes failure based on stress 
loads, a failure to incorporate a 
safety device or other similar rea- 
sons. Design defect liability may 


tive tests, commonly known as 
the “consumer expectation” and 
“risk-benefit” tests. 

A product Is defective in de- 
sign If it failed to perform as 
Safely as an ordinary consumer 
would expect (or have a right to 
expect) when using the product in 
an intended or reasonably fore- 
seeable manner. The “risk-benefit” test Is 
one that analyzes whether the inherent dan- 
gers involving the use of a product outweigh 
its benefits. A design defect may exist be- 
cause, considering relevant factors judged in 
hindsight, the risk of danger inherent in the 
challenged design outweighs the benefit of 
the design. Some of the factors considered in 
such an analysis include the gravity of the 
danger imposed by the design, the likelihood 
that such danger would cause injury, the me- 
chanical feasibility of a safer alternative de- 
sign, the financial cost of an improved design 
and the adverse consequences to the product 
and consumers that would result from an al- 
ternative design. A manufacturer, while obli- 
gated to consider “foreseeable misuse,” Is 
not required to make a product foolproof. For

example, no liability was found to exist when 
a consumer picked up a lawnmower in an at- 
tempt to trim a hedge thereby losing some 
fingers. 

Recovery ona theory of negligent design 
involves balancing the likelihood and gravity 
of potential harm from a given design against 
the burden of the measures required to avoid 
the harm. If the likelihood and gravity of harm 
outweigh the design's benefit, the manufac- 
turer may be found negligent for having 
placed the product on the market regardless 
of any product warnings. 

Finally, the bike shop is wrong: A strong 
public policy exists mandating that anyone in- 
volved in the “chain of distribution” is liable 
to the consumer for injury caused by a defec- 
tive product. This is because they are profit- 
ing off the product and are in a better position 
to insure against injury by purchasing Insur- 
ance or by increasing the price to take into 
consideration the costs of potential injuries. If 
the costs of purchasing insurance, paying 
claims or paying damages through a lawsuit 
makes the product too expensive for the con- 
sumer's tastes, then, by market forces, It will 
fail and be removed from the marketplace. 

| suggest you don't alter the bike, don't 
have It fixed or throw out any of the parts and 
get it to a trial lawyer who can have the 
proper experts examine It to see If you have a 
case.

A number of forlorn islands fig- 
ure prominently in San Francisco's cul- 
tural imaginary. Alcatraz, whose jail cells 
have been decommissioned for almost 
twice as long as they held prisoners, is 
the most famous — all the more forbid- 
ding for being so close. Known to indige- 
nous peoples as the Islands of the Dead, 
the Farallons are 30 miles out to sea, cov- 
ered in rodents and guano, hemmed in 
by an endless marine layer, and off-limits 
to civilians. Bizarrely, a manmade sec- 
tion of southwestern Alameda Island be- 
yond the old runways, with foul ponds 
tinted the orange colors of an algae 
bloom, technically juts into the City and 
County of San Francisco's waters. Signs 
all over Yerba Buena Island, the anchor 
point for the two-bridges-connected-by- 
a-tunnel, warn against trespassing. 
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Treasure Island 





The only one with an English name, 
Treasure Island, evokes buccaneers and 
x’s marking the spot. It isn’t home to 
great white sharks or the vestiges of 
a 19-month Native American occupa- 
tion. It’s a 0.9-square-mile curio fash- 
ioned out of rubble for the 1939 Gold- 
en Gate Exhibition, taking shoals that 
had presented a hazard to passing ships 
and smothering them with hundreds of 
thousands of tons of debris. 

Except for one random-looking 
mound of dirt with earth-moving 
equipment on top, it’s almost perfectly 
flat. Although too small to get truly lost 
on, its streets make little sense: There 
are Avenues B, C, D, E, F, G, H, I, M, and 
N, but not A, J, K, or L. Dilapidated 
buildings stand next to comparatively 
new administrative structures, tasked 
with job training in a semi-neighbor- 
hood with few places of employment. 
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Residential streets near the north end 
include suburban-style cul-de-sacs and 
idyllic names like Striped Bass Street 
and Halibut Court. 

The houses feel like barracks, with 
small, paranoid windows, as if the 
DHARMA Initiative built them. An 
eerie forbidden zone in the island’s 
center is fenced off owing to some 
unspecified contamination, a few unin- 
habited houses standing next to their 
otherwise identical and presumably 
unaffected neighbors. It’s almost cer- 
tainly radioactivity, and a physicist who 
evaluated the Navy’s cleanup admitted 
a few years ago that people should 
never have been allowed to live there. 
One company that isn’t present on 
the island is Treasure Island Media, a 
controversial hardore gay porn studio 
quietly headquartered elsewhere in 
San Francisco. 

There are restaurants, several of 
them quite fancy, plus half a dozen 
wine tasting rooms and a “beer beach.” 
To serve the roughly 2,100 inhabitants’ 
daily needs, there’s a downmarket gro- 
cery store that doesn't sell alcohol, but 
no drugstore. You can get a haircut but 
not get gas. The Bay Bridge is the only 
way out unless you rig your sailboat at 


Clipper Cove, and Muni’s 25-Treasure 
Island bus loops around before heading 
back to the city proper, mere minutes 
away if there’s no traffic. 

The island is not desolate: There’s 
an Easter egg hunt scheduled for next 
weekend, and a habitat restoration 
effort on Yerba Buena Island, followed 
by something called a “Bioblitz” the 
following Wednesday. There are lots 
of shipping containers, and a parking 
lot near the hangars where bad boys 
peel out to do doughnuts in smoking 
Corvettes. 

Signs of its naval past are every- 
where on Treasure Island, although 
nowhere near the scale of Alameda or 
Vallejo’s Mare Island. A great deal of 
the military buildings look as though 
they were hastily erected after the 
attack on Pearl Harbor and allowed to 
decay right around the time the moth- 
ball fleet got towed into Suisun Bay. 
Pan Am had planned on using Trea- 
sure Island as the primary airport for 
its flying boats, so when the military 
fully took over in 1944, the airline re- 
located its operations to SFO. 

Redevelopment is imminent, but 
entropy is present. This allows for 
further oddities, like the three Doggie 
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Diner Heads that sit, unvandalized, 
opposite a military jeep. One notable 
standout is the curving, Streamline 
Moderne-style Administration Build- 
ing, constructed for the Golden Gate 
Exhibition and later painted with a 
mural depicting the history of U.S. 
warfare in the 20th century. The crew 
for Indiana Jones and the Last Crusade 
used its exterior as a stand-in for the 
fictitious “Berlin Airport,” from which 
Harrison Ford and Sean Connery 
attempt to escape Nazi Germany via 
zeppelin. 

That film took place in 1938, the 
same year the real-life Administra- 
tion Building was completed. San 
Francisco's two bridges each had been 
finished in the years immediately 
prior, and while the inevitability of 
global conflict cast a shadow over the 
dynamism of the world’s fair, Treasure 
Island itself was as fresh as if it had 
been created by a submerged volcano 
whose eruptions finally reached the 
surface, as optimistic as a new world.

Until a few years ago, Treasure Is- 
land residents had to drive or ride the 
bus to a non-insular part of San Fran- 
cisco to buy their hot dog buns and toi- 
let paper. That changed several years 
ago with the opening of Island Cove 
Market (800 Ave. H), a full-service 
grocery store. It’s not Bi-Rite, and 
prices are high, but there’s fresh pro- 
duce and a fried-chicken franchise in 
the back. Don’t get it confused with Is- 
land Market and Deli, the now-shut- 
tered 7-Eleven-esque convenience mart 
that stood on Avenue of the Palms at 
the foot of the island, like a tollbooth 
with fresh sandwiches. 

Apart from that, the places to 
eat and drink on Treasure Island are 
visitor-focused, mostly capitalizing 
on the city views and day-tripping 
atmosphere — and most of them 
have sandwich boards all around, for 
easy navigation. But sadly, in spite of 
the provenance of the island’s name, 
there is no Long John Silver’s. 


Aracely Cafe 
401 13th St., aracelysf.com 
An indoor-outdoor restaurant with 
lovely fire pits as well as a venue that 
hosts weddings, 4-year-old Aracely 
Cafe is without question the most 
beautiful spot on the island even 
though it lacks a water view. Tucked 
away toward the northern end, far 
from most of the traffic and any com- 
mercial bustle, it’s a spot for affordable 
brunch dishes like croissant french 
toast and a braised chicken jasmine 
rice bowl with mushroom sauce. 
(Brunch is seven days a week, from 7 
a.m. to 2 p.m. — and Aracely can hold 
up to 250 people for private events.) 
As of this spring, chef-owner Lin- 
da Edson and chef de cuisine Ramon 
Villarreal opened for Thursday-Friday 
dinner service, with entrees like a flank 
steak and a grilled rack of lamb holding 
under the $21 threshold, and wines by 
the glass from $8 to $13. How’s that 
for reasonable? 


Mersea 

699 Ave. of the Palms, 
mersea.restaurant 

Having opened in the winter, the ship- 
ping-container-and-bocce-complex 
known as Mersea has yet to reach its 
full potential. Crowds are already there 
on the weekend, and when summer ar- 
rives, it’s going to be the place for high- 
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Mersea’s Double W 
cheeseburger. 


end bar snacks and rosé, along with a 
whole roast chicken and some expert 
craft cocktails. And if you score a seat 
inside, you can watch a sunset over the 
water without a jacket. Where else is 
that going to happen? 


Tammy’s Chicken in Waffles 
200 Ave. of the Palms, 
tammyschickeninwaffles.com 
Tammy Powers is an out-and-proud 
trans woman who serves waffles in the 
morning, hustles off to her bike shop, 
then comes back in the evening for the 
dinner rush. Apart from chicken in 
waffles — as opposed to chicken and 
waffles — she also feeds the hordes 
with specials like peaches and cream. 
As Avenue of the Palms, Treasure Is- 
land’s main north-south drag, prepares 
to undergo major construction, Tam- 
my’s hot-pink shack has relocated to a 
parking lot near a hangar near Avenue 
D and the cluster of boozy hangouts 
along Clipper Cove — and plans are in 
the works to expand to Berkeley, too. 


Woods Island Club 

422 Clipper Way, woodsbeer.com 
Open on weekend afternoons during 
the warmer months, quirky East Bay 
microbrewery Woods Island Co.’s “beer 
beach” is a sandy spot to throw back 
some unique brews, like the mate-in- 
fused (and therefore caffeinated) 
Morpho or the juicier Freeze Pop. 
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Budget: Treasure Island 
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Inside, there’s a piano and a cavernous 
industrial feel, and fun events like the 

occasional cookie-and-beer pairing. It’s 
like an early-’60s Elvis movie, really. 


WINE TASTING ROOMS 


Owing to its cool temperature and rela- 
tively constant humidity, Treasure Island 
is full of wine. And while it’s much closer 
than Yountville, tastings tend to bea 
weekend-only affair. Starting with the 
obvious, 11-year-old Treasure Island 
Wines (995 Ninth St., tiwines.net) is the 
original, a casual outpost that looks like 
an auto garage and punches above its 
weight. Fans of sulfite-free pours gravi- 
tate toward the ex-Navy brig that houses 
Fat Grape (1080 Ave. M, fatgrapewin- 
ery.com), while on the south shore 
there’s a cluster — no pun intended — of 
tasting rooms. Perhaps the most exciting 
is Sottomarino (400 California Ave., 
sottomarinowinery.com), which looks 
like you're in a submarine, few of which 
likely stock Italian sweet wines in their 
cramped rec areas. There’s bocce just 
outside. Right next door (and upstairs) 
are Winemaker Studios, VIE, and Sol 
Rouge, with tasting room and event 
space The Winery just across the park- 
ing lot. A huge gun, probably from a de- 
commissioned battleship, points straight 
at it.

“When we started in 2007, 
we knew eventually it was going to 
have to move,” Noise Pop cofounder 
and Treasure Island Music Festival 
producer Jordan Kurland says. “At 
that point, we didn’t know when.” 

That when turned out to be 
2016, after the festival moved 
from the island’s west lawn to its 
east side for one last hurrah before 
going on hiatus. It was not a happy 
year. Inclement weather forced 
a few acts to cancel, with others 
letting fly accusations of bad faith 
over being forced to perform under 
dangerous conditions. Sets began 
late. Many fans demanded refunds. 
Above all else, it was very wet. But 
Kurland remembers most years 
fondly. 

“In 2013, James Blake was play- 
ing our quote-unquote sunset spot, 
on the main stage,” he says. “The 
fog was rolling in from the north, 
and there was a container ship 
floating out in the Bay. I was on the 
east side of the stage, and it was 
such a magical moment.” 

A Ferris wheel ride with co- 
founder Kevin Arnold was another 
annual tradition, he says, adding, 
“We'd done Noise Pop for so long. 
But Noise Pop was and remains a 
club festival. We’ve never been a 
part of gathering that many people 
in a space.” 

Kurland is a Chicago native — 
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and the similarities between TIMF 
and Pitchfork’s July festival in that 
city are no coincidence — who'd 
long made a habit of bringing out- 
of-town visitors to the island for 
the view. The idea to throw a festi- 
val there began in the mid-1990s, 
gaining traction around 2005. Only 
10 months after the first TIME 
Outside Lands debuted in 

Golden Gate Park, and Kurland 
credits the involvement of Another 
Planet Entertainment with keeping 
the programming from becoming 

a turf war. To his surprise, the per- 
mitting process was easier than the 
logistics. 

“It’s very expensive, he says of 
the site. “You have to build every- 
thing out there and bus people in.” 

TIME took 2017 off, and Noise 
Pop will announce the date and 
location for 2018's festival — to be 
held somewhere in the East Bay — 
in the weeks to come. 

“It will be roughly the same 
size, he says. “There might be some 
changes, but nothing major. It’s 
going to feel a lot like Treasure Is- 
land felt in terms of the two stages. 
The tagline we used to use when 
we started was ‘A music festival 
for people who don't like going to 
music festivals, and we want to 
keep that spirit: smaller and easy 
to navigate, and we'll continue the 
discovery element.” 

The name isn’t going anywhere, 
either. 

“There was some spirited debate 
about that,” Kurland says. “It was 
hard, but we spent 10 years on this 
and I think the name of the festival 
has outgrown the site, in a way.” 

If Nevada City doesn’t have to be 
in Nevada and Virginia City doesn’t 
have to be in Virginia, then surely 
the Treasure Island Music Festival 
can be in Oakland or Alameda, 
right? 
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A Treasure Trove of Open Space 


As developers in S.F. pay millions for tiny vacant lots, amassive, 8,000-unit project breaks ground on Treasure Island.

Piles of peeling paint dot the 


weeds next to old, sun-bleached mili- 
tary barracks. Plywood boards buckle 
loose from the nails holding them 
against window frames. Chain-link 
fences riddled with holes sag into the 
bushes. Treasure Island appears some- 
what apocalyptic. 

Just four miles away in San Fran- 
cisco — mainland San Francisco — 
developers draft complicated plans 
for micro-apartments, doing the 
complicated math of squeezing 12 
units of housing onto a parcel only 
18 feet deep. As the housing crisis 
marches forward, it’s only a matter 
of time before Treasure Island expe- 
riences a massive redevelopment. The 
plans have been drawn up, politicians 
have signed off, and construction 
vehicles are moving in. A $5 billion 
community, which is estimated to take 
20 years to construct, is already break- 
ing ground. 

The numbers are fairly astonishing: 
Developers plan to construct 8,000 
units of housing, 25 percent of which 
will be offered below market rate. 
Around 20,000 residents will move 
in. Three hotels with up to 500 rooms 
total will open, along with 550,000 
square feet of restaurants, retail, of- 
fice, and commercial space. As for sea 
level rise, never fear: The developers 
have already planned to build new 


TreasureFest 
Moves from 
West to East 


The newly-branded Treasure 
Fest, with its dog sweater stalls 
and margaritas, has begun to 
resemble Renegade Craft Fair. 


For the first few years after it 
was founded in 2011, the Treasure Is- 
land Flea Market was the lighthearted 
little sister to the much more serious Al- 
ameda Point Antiques Faire across the 
Bay. With a few exceptions, the white- 
topped vendor tents contained more 
arts and crafts than antiques. But de- 
spite its lack of mid-century furniture 
and vintage fur coats, Treasure Island 
Flea has taken off. 

On the last weekend of every 
month, thousands flock to the island

haven't kept shoppers at bay. Last 
weekend's crowds were so huge that 
parking became a problem, and many 
of the more than 400 stalls (namely 
the ones selling dog clothes) were too 
packed with people to enter.

The above groups are the lucky 
ones. For the 205 households who 
moved in after 2011, only “advisory 
services” are offered for relocation. 

This isn’t the first time tenants 
have been evicted en masse from their 
homes on the lump of land between 
San Francisco and Oakland. In 2015, 
40 households were forced to vacate 
Yerba Buena Island to make way for 
redevelopment. Of those, one-third 
took cash payments and relocated, and 
the remainder found homes next door 
on Treasure Island. 

Work is already well underway for 
the first phase of the project, which 
includes 2,100 homes. New, shiny 
chain-link fences have gone up, and 
the large field that held the Treasure 
Island Music Festival main stage is 
now flattened, spotted with huge piles 
of dirt. In a few years, people will live 
on top of it. 

Depending on your political lean- 
ings, this massive plan could make a 
huge dent in our housing crisis and 
lower rents citywide, or simply provide 
6,000 wealthy people with luxury 
housing and clog up the Bay Bridge. 
Either way, the days of watching the 
sunset over the San Francisco skyline 
while The National plays a live outdoor 
show to thousands of people are over.

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The Future Was Then

Johan Galtung, the venerable so- 
ciologist who predicted the collapse of the 
USSR, said in 2000 that the American Em- 
pire had 25 years of life left in it. Two- 
thirds the way through that period, the 
prescience may be increasingly hard to 
deny. (Incidentally, if re-elected, President 
Trump would serve until Jan. 20, 2025.) 

Rather than issue prophecies of 
doom about our backward future, the 
de Young has chosen to make a sweep- 
ing statement about the forward-look- 
ing past. In “Cult of the Machine: Preci- 
sionism in American Art,” the museum 
has combined various strands of early 
American modernism into one coherent 
mass, some of it nearly as photo-realis- 
tic as the work of Gerhard Richter. 

Precisionism is an aesthetic of indus- 
trial magnificence, extolling tall smoke- 
stacks with the same adoration that 
19th-century English Romantics might 
feel for a cloud passing over a glen. Its 
proponents, known as “Immaculates” in 
their own time, had no trouble finding 
the sublime in brick and chrome. But 
they were coy, refraining from the di- 
dactic quality of socialist realism. Many 
of these works display factories without 
people, allowing viewers to pour in their 
own ideological interpretation as if la- 
dling molten steel into a crucible. Preci- 
sion isn't necessarily the same thing as 
accuracy, and whether these works are 
celebrations or criticisms is up to you. 

Take Charles Sheeler’s American 
Landscape, in which a train passes by 
a snowy industrial plant. Is it the Ford 
River Rouge Complex in Detroit, at that 
time the largest factory in the world? 
(You can make out a Ford logo on one 
of the train’s cars, a sort of early form 
of product placement.) Completed in 
1930, its quietude could reflect an eco- 
nomic moment that was only just enter- 
ing free fall. No people means no labor, 
but then again, no reminder of pesky la- 
bor disputes. Upton Sinclair called it the 
jungle, but Precisionists fashion it as a 
desert — in the sense of depopulation, 
like a desert island. 

There's lots of context for cultural 
events like the General Motors Pavilion 
at the 1939 World’s Fair and for figures 
like industrial designer Norman Bel 
Geddes. But the aesthetic component 
that jumps out the most isn't the giddy 
sense of a world on the cusp of bound- 
less prosperity. It’s the reappearance of 
harsh vanishing points. Some cityscapes 
seem to dematerialize into shapes, their 
overdeveloped lines converging on their 
horizons like the culmination of the 
graphical perspective Brunelleschi de- 
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Clarence Holbrook Carter, 
War Bride, 1940. 


veloped in the early 15th century. It’s as 
if the medium of painting shed its last 
trace of innocence. 

Moving through the galleries is like 
watching a YouTube clip of an industri- 
al-scale machine performing a highly 
specialized task, like soldering other ma- 
chines together or frosting three cakes 
with icing every

eton on display is 
beautiful for its 
perfectly propor- 
tioned curves.

a beige panther 
who's asleep. Maybe its eros doesn’t go 
quite as far as J. G. Ballard characters 
playing out twisted psychosexual desires 
through the re-enactment of head-on 
collisions, but it’s “auto”-erotic like Mad 
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Max: Fury Road or T.Rex lyrics all the 
same. 

Like a comic Metropolis, sections of 
Charlie Chaplin’s Modern Times satirize 
the dehumanizing aspects of factory life, 
but it’s Mannahatta, a short film based 
on Walt Whitman’s poetry, that depicts 
life in the High Modernist city as a sort 
of all-encompassing neo-pagan rite. 
Belching smokestacks look almost like 
censers, as awe-inspiring and mystical as 
the Wizard of Oz’s throne room. 

Immediately prior to World War I, 
the Vorticist school had similar obses- 
sions for mechanization and speed, a 
hyper-corrective response to alienation. 
They re nowhere to be found here, since 
that was an explicitly European move- 
ment. But you can glean some of their 
madness in works like Ralston Craw- 
ford’s Overseas Highway. It’s meant to be 
US. 1 en route to Key West, but it looks 
like a boardwalk that goes to infinity 
without ever letting anybody step down 
to wade into the surf. 

But that’s the rare portrayal of a 
place far from the city. Time and again, 
the exhibit turns its gaze to bridges and

towers. Manhattan is the gleaming city 
of the future, its arms race of spires 
intruding ever higher into the heavens. 
Aside from the John Langley Howard’s 
Embarcadero and Clay Street, a depiction 
of a powderkeg of a port during the 83- 
day 1934 Waterfront Strike, San Fran- 
cisco is comparatively absent. Although 
New York had “Great” fires in 1835 and 
1845, it otherwise escaped destruction, 
yet it became the canvas of choice for 
the urge to make everything new. San 
Francisco was of course almost totally 
obliterated in 1906 — and rebuilt in an 
ornate fashion, much as before. What if 
the earthquake-and-fire had occurred in 
1936 instead? Downtown would have 
been reconstructed with an entirely 
different kind of zeal, resulting in an un- 
recognizable city. “Cult of the Machine” 
shows how urgently American modern- 
ism craved a fresh theater.

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Ready Player One 
Rated PG-13.

Ernest Cline’s bestselling novel Ready Player One is the decade’s 
most baffling literary success story. Set in a dystopian 2045, 
it’s a sloppily written memberberry-crumble of 1980s nostalgia 
designed to make middle-aged men feel special for knowing lots 
of pop culture aimed at teenage boys. (No entertainment made 
for girls survives into Cline’s vision of the future.) By jettisoning 
pretty much everything but the bare skeleton of the plot and 
characters while expanding the scope beyond the 1980s, Steven 
Spielberg’s film adaptation climbs its way up to exhausting, head- 
ache-inducing mediocrity. Doughy young Wade (Tye Sheridan), the 
kind of vile human who unironically uses the word “noob,” is one 
of millions who spend most of their time in a virtual-reality world 
called the OASIS, searching for hidden keys that grant the player 
massive wealth and control over it. The film is the technological 
marvel you'd expect from Spielberg, and the gender politics are a 
(slight) improvement over the book, but it’s wasted on a vehicle 
for references. Hey, do you know Batman? Van Halen’s “Jump”? 
Back to the Future? Freddy Krueger? Say Anything? Billy Idol? The 
Atari 2600? King Kong? Robocop? Mobile Suit Gundam? Beetle- 
juice? Alien? Buckaroo Banzai? If so, Ready Player One is here to 
make you feel special.

The China Hustle 
Rated R. 
Opens Friday at the Embarcadero Center Cinema. 
“There are no good guys in this story, including me.” This dis- 
claimer is made early on by one Dan David — who is, if not the 
good guy of Jed Rothstein’s documentary The China Hustle, then 
certainly its most fascinating figure. The movie looks back on 
what can be best described as a subplot of the Global Financial 
Apocalypse of 2008: a “reverse merger,’ the details of which are 
not as important as the fact that it allowed American investors to 
circumvent the prohibition against investing directly into the Chi- 
nese market. That’s when things started getting hairy, since if a 
Chinese company releases false information about its financial re-

port in the U.S. market, Chinese domestic regulatory 
authorities have no power to punish them, and 
nothing attracts Americans like lack of regulation. 
His protestations aside, CIO of FG Alpha Manage- 
ment and VP/cofounder of GeoInvesting Dan David 
emerges as the closest thing The China Hustle has 

to a hero, setting out as he does to sound the alarm 
— and he does it in the most adorably Gen-X way, 
including wearing a backpack to a Senate hearing. If 
the world of high finance is, by definition, bad peo- 
ple doing bad things, we're largely powerless to stop 
it, but David may yet be the hero we need. SC 


Final Portrait 
Rated R. 
Opens Friday at the Clay Theater. 
Stanley Tucci’s drama Final Portrait does the im- 
possible: It finds a use for Armie Hammer’s simulta- 
neous beauty as a man and blandness as a performer. 
While on a brief visit to Paris in 1964, American writ- 
er James Lord (Hammer) is invited by his friend and 
artist Alberto Giacometti (Geoffrey Rush) to sit fora 
portrait for a few days, which ends up taking weeks 
due to Giacometti’s idiosyncrasies. It would be diff- 
cult for Hammer not to be outshone by Rush in any 
circumstances, let alone when Rush is playing as juicy 
a character as the mercurial Giacometti under the 
direction of an actor-director like Tucci. But Hammer 
is somehow stiffer and more wooden than he was 
in Call Me by Your Name — though in fairness, Final 
Portrait’s story does call for several scenes of him 
sitting stock-still as the camera zooms into his face at 
pore-level. Late in the third act, Tucci seems to real- 
ize a story about an eccentric artist and a stuffy male 
model set in mid-’60s Paris allows for certain kinds 
of cinematic homages, including a scene-opening iris 
out, day-establishing intertitles that begin losing pa- 
tience with themselves, and even a heads-sticking- 
out-of-doors moment of old-school French farce. But 
in the end, Final Portrait is a battle of acting chops 
between two mismatched opponents. SC

As aviral tweetstorm reminded 
us this week, the price of real estate in 
San Francisco is completely bonkers.

Just as incubator spaces like Oak- 
land’s Forage Kitchen help fledgeling 
food businesses establish themselves 
in the big, cruel world out there, JVK 
provides a temporary space and use 
of equipment so that new concepts 
can work out the kinks before paying 
tens of thousands of dollars a month 
in rent. As the Chronicle reported 
in February, Paoli is an industry 
vet who opened more than a dozen 
restaurants and whose family owned 
Paoli’s for decades downtown. After 
all, nobody wants to pour 80 hours 
a week and all their savings into a 
project with low margins only to have 
it generate just slightly too little reve- 
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nue to survive a competitive world of 
punishing costs. 

It’s a great idea, and the first tem- 
porary occupant is Salpicon, a project 
from CDMX native and 25-year S.F. 
restaurant veteran Francisco Tamayo 
Cazares that debuted in January with 
an intended lifespan equal to that of 
a monarch butterfly. It’s since been 
extended through the end of April, so 
you have about five more weeks to eat 
food like what Caz- 
ares’ grandmother 
used to cook — 
apparently with 
little rest. “Looking 
back, I was certainly 
blessed, but ’m 
lucky ’'m not 500 
lbs!” the chef says 
on the site. 

Salpicon — Spanish for “medley,” 
and referring specifically to a heavily 
seasoned steak salad — has a slim 
but well-rounded menu that’s ori- 
ented toward breakfast and lunch. 
The pop-up runs weekdays from 9 
a.m. to 3 p.m., at which point special 
events take over the space, so break-

at Joint Venture Kitchen,

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fast-all-day isn’t just a lure. Breakfast 
burritos start at $5, and you can add 
things like hickory bacon or carnitas 
to it for an extra $2 (Carnitas break- 
fast burritos are surprisingly rare, are 
they not?) Whatever the filling, the 
sweet guajillo salsa is the star. You 
might almost be persuaded not to 
add guac and sour cream, because less 
could be more. 

Wrapped in foil just as expertly, 
the regular burros 
($8 to $12) combine 
Spanish rice, bean 
stew, guajillo salsa, 
jack cheese, smoked 
and grilled onions, 
plus pico on a flour 
tortilla. No punches 
pulled. I didn’t quite 
eat my way through 
all eight fillings, which include a few 
rarities, like garlic-roasted chick- 
en, tri-tip asada with prawns, and 
picadillo (a mixture of chorizo and 
ground beef). That was the best one, a 
solid platform for a cup of smoky sal- 
sa without being a true afternoon-de- 
stroyer, as carnitas can be. (Salpicon’s 


Salpicon 
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slow-cooked pork is not excessively 
oily, though.) 

I could eat street tacos ($4) indef- 
initely, but there are four specialty 
tacos in the $5 to $7 range, too. La 
Tiffany contains Gulf shrimp and 
bacon with salsa verde swapped in for 
the guajillo, but it’s the Pancho’s Pas- 
trami that won my heart. A salty mix 
of grilled meat, smoked onion slaw, 
stone-ground mustard-agave aioli, 
and jack, it’s what I wish corned beef 
had been on St. Patrick’s Day as a kid. 
Forcing myself to take micro-nibbles 
to appreciate the aioli fully, I have to 
commend the ratio of meat to condi- 
ment. It’s just satisfying at a cellular 
level, and since it’s salty, you might as 
well get an agua fresca for $3. Unsur- 
prisingly, mango was the best. 

Pastrami emerges again in the Cis- 
co’s Cubano ($8), along with carnitas, 
queso fundido, and another heap of 
grilled onions. Intriguingly, it’s the 
only item on which jalapefios may be 
found, and unlike almost most other 
cubanos, there is no mayo — it comes 
on a buttered roll instead. It’s great. 
Even better is Kristina’s Dorito-melt 
($6), which turned out to be my fa- 
vorite use of tri-tip asada because of 
the way its chew contrasts with the 
vestigial crunch of Doritos that have 
been pressed under the plancha. It’s 
not unlike a zapato at El Garaje. 

The only genuine disappointment 
was a continuing one: the mojo ahi 
tuna might be line-caught, but it’s 
lacking in heat. It shows up as an 
option for almost everything, too. 
Atop the Szechuan Senorita Salad 
— the lone ensalada, “but it’s a good 
one” — the tuna can’t pull the nest of 
shredded cabbage peanuts, scallions, 
and other vegetables high enough 
into orbit. You might need a booster 
rocket in the form of extra habanero 
salsa, Salpicon’s one table condiment. 
And even if it were store-bought wed- 
ding cookies, it would be nice to offer 
at least a token dessert or something 
sweet. 

Even if the thought of a $7 taco 
makes you blanch, the prices are 
otherwise spot-on. What is a little 
frustrating is Joint Venture’s seating, 
benches that feel like pews without a 
back and which are bolted to the floor 
at the precise distance from the table 
to ensure discomfort. Salpicon will 
wave goodbye to them soon enough. 
Hopefully it doesn’t venture too far.

Deuki Hong came to Portland 
to do an event for his book, Koreatown. 
While on the West Coast, Hong, who 
had been the chef at New York’s Kang 
Ho Dong Baekjeong, decided to come 
down to San Francisco to take a break 
and to check out some restaurants. He 
had dinner with Andrew Chau, who 
along with Bin Chen runs Boba Guys, 
the bicoastal chain of bubble tea shops. 
Chau asked Hong what was next, and 
Hong, half-kidding, replied that he just 
wanted to sell fried chicken out a win- 
dow. He got an unexpected reply. 

“If you're serious, Chau said, “you 
can do that.” 

He told Hong that Boba Guys had 
an unused kitchen in the back of its 
Fillmore Street location that Hong 
was welcome to use. 

“Mind you, we had just met that 
day, and then a couple months later I 
was here,” Hong says. “It was a lot of 
trust on both ends. He didn’t know

me, but we just connected and he 
trusted me to put something in the 
back, and I trusted him enough to 
move across the country.” 

So Hong, who before working at 
Kang Ho Dong Baekjeong cooked 
under David Chang at Momofuku 
Noodle Bar and worked on the line at 
the Michelin-starred Jean-Georges, 
started his pop-up, the well-regarded 
Sunday Bird. 

Hong says he doesn’t necessarily 
plan his next step, but he wants to be 
open to opportunities. So when Chau 
texted him the Asian Art Museum 
was looking for a chef for its café, he 
decided to try out, and he and Chau 
and Chen will open Sunday at the Mu- 
seum sometime this month. 

The Asian Art Museum is about to 
break ground on a $90-million expan- 
sion, and director Jay Xu sees the café 
and what Hong and the Boba Guys are 
doing with the café as part of their 
new role at the Civic Center. 

“That’s my goal as a chef — ex- 
panding culture,” Hong says. “The 
Asian Art Museum tends to be the 
generation before us, and me and the 
Boba Guys impact a younger genera- 
tion.” 

Along with a beverage menu 
(including tea flights) put together 
by Chau and Chen, Hong says the 
café will offer a range of Asian food, 
including garlic noodles, rice noodle 
rolls, and Burmese tea leaf salad. He 
looks forward to expanding beyond 
the Korean food he’s known for. 

“T know I’m in a privileged spot. If

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ing sign is a box-shaped restaurant 
plopped on the edge of a parking lot. 
Scattered about are a handful of pic- 
nic tables, and along the restaurant 
there is a countertop with some stools 
bolted into the cement. After ordering 
your food at the first window, shuffle 
five feet to the next one to pick it up, 
then find a sunny spot on the con- 
crete oasis to indulge. 

When it comes to a great burger, 
the expectations should be simple: 

a slab of cheese, a little mayo, some 
fresh lettuce, pickles, tomato, and 
onion. That’s all you need. For $5.60, 
Whiz’s “Burger Burger” is a classic 
quarter-pounder that’s masterfully 
mediocre. From the sesame seed bun 
to the canary yellow cheese, it’s all ex- 
actly what I’m looking for, right down 
to the sizzle on the beef patty from 
the flat-top grill. Well-portioned and 
layered, this burger is perfect because 
it knows exactly what it is. It’s a god- 
damn burger. 

If you're in the mood for something 
a little off-the-cuff, you can’t go wrong 
with the grilled patty melt. This close 
cousin of the cheeseburger is prepared 
on sliced toast with grilled onions and 
that same beaming, gooey cheese. 
Essentially a grilled cheese accompa- 
nied by tender chuck beef, this $6.75 
patty melt will sear its mark onto your 
memory. Top it off with one of Whiz’s 
famous banana milkshakes made with 
vanilla ice cream and fresh bananas, 
and you'll be a customer for life, my 
friend. 

Bottom line, the almighty cheese- 
burger was around before anyone was 
talking about food the way we do 
today. What was once, and still some- 
times is, the image of cheap junk food 
has now evolved into the holy grail of 
patriotic deliciousness. The cheese- 
burger is now a criteria of praisewor- 
thy chefs and craftsmanship around 
the country. But at Whiz, you'll be 
reminded why some things are just 
meant to be enjoyed in a parking lot 
at the corner of an intersection.

Probably my favorite absurdist 
Twitter account is NOT A WOLF (@SICK- 
OFWOLVES), the all-caps undomesticated 
canine who tweets in all-caps such 
thoughts as “I WANT A GIRL WITHA 
SHORT SKIRT AND A LOOOOONG LIST 
OF IDEAS ABOUT BOOSTING AWARE- 
NESS FOR WOLF CONSERVATION,” 
“CHILDREN ARE TERRIFYING BECAUSE 
YOU CANNOT TRUST ANYTHING THAT 
EXPECTS TO TRADE TEETH FOR 
COINS,” and “THE ULTIMATE WINTER 
GAME IS FREEZING TO DEATH WITH 
DIGNITY.” Nature is red in tooth and claw, 
but this wolf’s pic shows him wearing a 
tux. 

A very similar predatory-looking 
creature in another all-caps context eyes 
patrons from the wall of Nokturnal, the 
new craft-cocktail bar on the ground 
floor of the Hotel EPIK in the Tender- 
loin. He’s wearing a suit, not a tux, and 
in true douchebag fashion he’s staring 
ahead while counting some bills. He’s 
also wearing a fancy watch. 

Ruh-roh. Nokturnal is a project from 
the Tonic Nightlife Group, which used 
to open bars like Bullitt, Soda Popinski’s, 
Wild Hare, and Dr. Teeth & The Elec- 
tric Mayhem around town every other 
month or so but which has maintained 
a less expansionist profile the past few 
years. (They got a cease-and-desist from 
Muppets corporate parent Disney over 
that Dr. Teeth thing, so the bar became 
Cease and Desist, which is exactly the 
right response. The space has since be- 
come Barrel Proof, however.) 

The theme with Nokturnal is that 
all the drinks are named for monsters, 
homicidal maniacs, or things associat- 
ed with the occult. As conceits go, it’s 
not bad — I’m pretty sure sensitivity 
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readers scrutinized the list to make sure 
absolutely none could be construed as 
offensive — and Tonic sunk a lot of 
money into an sensor-equipped screen 
in the bartop that seems to morph when 
you touch it. At times, the shapes look 
almost like souls trapped within, des- 
perate to escape the underworld, which 
is cool. But the issue with Nokturnal is 
that some of the $12 drinks aren’t good. 
The worst culprit was the Suffolk 
Strangler, a mix of gin, lime, Chareau 
aloe liqueur, Green Chartreuse, and salt. 
It tastes like pickle juice, full stop. The 
Eye of Sauron (bourbon, sloe gin, Can- 
nella Amaro, blended scotch, and Fer-

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net) is out of whack, an unbalanced ad- 
mixture of the wrong kind of sweet with 
the wrong kind of bitter. The Lecter’s 
Leisure was a fine if unimaginative Bou- 
levardier with Gran Classico, Lo-Fi sweet 
vermouth, and High West rye. With few 
exceptions, all the “premium spirits” 
are household names — Maker’s Mark 
and Ketel One show up — so it’s not 
as if they’re cultivating a deep well of 
knowledge from which to experiment. 
Hotel bars can ooze cynicism, and if this 
is craft-cocktail culture, it’s running on 
fumes. 

Let’s address one other point head- 
on. While you can’t fault anyone for

resorting to creative misspellings in our 
SEO-dominated era — least of all the 
employees of a bar who were not party 
to the decision — “epic” wheezed its 
last breath as a bestower of coolness 
some years ago. And “EPIK” sounds like 
it’s been in suspended animation since 
2011. May I suggest “EPIKH” instead? It 
sounds more like a Carpathian ghoul.

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Matt and Kim Are Unhobbled

It’s never easy to learn you’re 
not invincible. 

For Matt Johnson, the lesson came 
hard and fast when his bandmate Kim 
Schifino tore her ACL last March while 
performing at Mexico’s Vaiven Festival. 

“It was within the first minute of 
the first show of the year,” Johnson re- 
calls. “So now it’s been over a year that 
we ve taken off.” 

Matt and Kim are not a band accus- 
tomed to downtime. Since their for- 
mation in 2004, Johnson says they’ve 
never taken longer than a few months 
off, usually in the winter. Now the 
Brooklyn duo famous for their gleefully 
chaotic live shows and upbeat electronic 
anthems are readying themselves for 
a return to the stage and the release of 
their sixth album. 

Almost Everyday is the result of the 
unexpected gap year Matt and Kim 
faced as Schifino recovered from her 
injury. Lyrically, it reflects a realization 
Johnson says he and Schifino came to 
after getting a glimpse of a life lived 
elsewhere than on the road. 

“It was like the movie It’s a Wonder- 
ful Life,” he offers. “We got this view 
of what our life would be like without 
the band. We were hitting up friends 
who we had flaked on for over a decade 
and we started noticing that all of our 
friends were growing up and having 
families. It was a big realization for us.” 

Matt and Kim’s new record reflects 
this newfound awareness with lyrics 
that speak to living in the moment and 
holding on to what you have. On “Like 
I Used to Be,” Johnson sings of simpler 
times, when all he needed was $50 a 
week and “a gas tank that leaked.” Yet 
the song ultimately dismisses nostalgia 
as wasted time, as the chorus rides in 
on a wave of booming drums and celes- 
tial keyboards to triumphantly declare, 
“But I’m not dead yet!” 

Those who enjoy tracing the connec- 
tive tissue that binds albums together 
need look no further than Almost Ev- 
eryday’s opening track, “Intro.” If the 
pensive, building keyboard riff sounds 
familiar, that’s because it’s the same 
music that played in the background of 
the YouTube videos Matt and Kim made 
informing their fans of Schifino’s injury. 

“There’s something about how that 
music came together and that’s part of 
what made us open the album with it,” 
Johnson says. “I want listeners to know 
from the second they put it on that it’s 
something different than what our past 
five albums have been.” 

Almost Everyday also includes an

impressive cadre of guest stars, from 
blink-182 bassist Mark Hoppus to Oak- 
land’s own SWMRS. According to John- 
son, the latter collaboration came out 
of a policy he and Schifino devised to 
simply let bands they

It’s hard to overstate the live compo- 
nent of what Matt and Kim do.

have played a few warm-up gigs — their 
first shows since that fateful night in 
Mexico. 

“T was scared going into those 
shows,’ Johnson admits. “I was sweat- 
ing. It felt like I was coming out of 
retirement.” 

It’s not hard to see why Johnson was 
sweating — at a Matt and Kim show, 
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that’s all but guaranteed. When the two 
aren't performing their own high-oc- 
tane brand of pop electronica, samples 
from other acts frequently weave their 
way into the setlist, be it the old-school 
cool of Salt-N-Pepa or guaranteed crowd 
pleasers like DMX’s “Party Up.” During 
their year away from the limelight, 
Johnson says Schifino stayed on brand 
by listening to a healthy diet of T.I. 

“T think I was in a little more of an 
introspective space, he says. “I got sort 
of obsessed with that Rostam and Ham- 
ilton Leithauser album [I Had a Dream 
That You Were Mine]. If you know Kim 
and her personality, you know she was 
still listening to bangers. For Kim, she 
can never be weak. Even if something 
makes her cry, she’s like holding her 
head back going, “Tears — go back into 
my face!’ ”

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Postcard from the Edge 


Al Jardine, original founding member of the Beach Boys, has some stories to share — starting from the very beginning.

If aliens ever discover humanity, 
they'll likely conclude that this absurd 
species created only three things of 
any lasting value: Emmenthaler, Ma- 
chu Picchu, and Pet Sounds. 

But “a bunch of dummies with a 
good idea” is how Al Jardine looks 
back at the band he and four friends, 
three of them brothers, cofounded 
in 1961. That formula is basically the 
history of pop music writ small, you 
might say, but for the Beach Boys, 
it has more of a “Let there be light” 
quality than most. Virtually alone 
among American rock groups for not 
only surviving the British Invasion but 
putting out their best work in a mag- 
nificent dialectic with it, the quintes- 
sentially Southern California quintet 
began with harmonies over an upright 
bass the 75-year-old Jardine knew to 
rent from a music store, 57 years ago. 

“T rented a snare drum, but I forgot 
the sticks because I'd never played 
drums in my life,” he says. 

Although Dennis Wilson drowned 
in 1983 and Carl Wilson succumbed 
to lung cancer in 1998, the Beach Boys 
have fallen prey to some bad blood and 
litigious impulses. That’s probably why 
Jardine’s April 8 show at The Chapel 
carries the lawyerly, hyper-cautious 
name “Al Jardine - A Postcard from 
California - From the Very First Song 
with a Founding Member of the Beach 
Boys Tour.” It almost sounds as though 
there’s an unsmiling suit waiting in 
the wings with a vaudeville cane, ready 
to drop the curtain if someone breaks 
into an unauthorized jam. 

But from Jardine’s perspective, 
things couldn't be better. 

For starters, A Postcard from Califor- 
nia is his 2010 debut solo album, and 
joining him on the tour are his eldest 
son, Matt — who sings many of Brian 
Wilson’s falsetto parts — and Jeff 
Alan Parker, a former member of the 
onetime Paul McCartney protégé band 
Badfinger. The lineup allows Jardine 
a different access point to cuts off the 
Beach Boys’ 1966 masterpiece, Pet 
Sounds. 

“For me, it’s very comfortable to be 
around Pet Sounds now because it’s 
very complete,” Jardine says. “We’re 
able to interchange the parts. [Matt] 
will pick up my part, and I'll pick up 
a Carl Wilson part — but we'll know 
instinctively when to jettison a part 
and when to pick up another. Matt 
sings ‘God Only Knows’ just Carl 
Wilson-perfect. We have that in the 
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set — and we do ‘Good Vibrations’ 
pretty well. 

“You wouldn’t think so!” Jardine 
insists, possibly because of the pres- 
ence of three voices instead of five. “I 


strap on an electric guitar for that one. 


I play acoustic for most of the show. 
But I may play more electric this time 
than before because it sounds better. 
It’s a well-balanced show.” 

It wasn't always. As a night of 
songs and stories, it originally ran for 
more than three hours until Jardine 
realized he had to trim it down. (Go- 
ing long doesn’t 
seem to rankle 
the superfans, 
though. After that 
opera-length per- 
formance, which 
included “Vegeta- 
bles” from 1967’s 
formerly misun- 
derstood Smiley 
Smile, he found 
himself signing carrots.) They also 


play the original Kingston Trio version 


of “Sloop John B” before replicating 
the Beach Boys’ version, and the 
“mind-boggling musical experiment” 
that is “Heroes and Villains.” And Jar- 
dine still sings “Help Me Rhonda’ in 
the original key. 

“Brian is a keyboardist, so he likes

its sharps and flats,” Jardine says. “It’s 
not guitar-friendly, but it feels right. 
C-sharp, by the way.” 

I'd been instructed not to bring up 
Mike Love, whose difficult tempera- 
ment has been well-documented and 
who has legally licensed the Beach 
Boys name. (It’s Jardine who broaches 
that subject, but only to reminisce 
about the 1986 show at Jones Beach 
Amphitheatre for the Statue of Lib- 
erty’s centennial, during which Love 
tossed his sax into the moat and 
someone fished it out and pawned it.) 
But his relation- 
ship with Wilson 
remains good. 

“T didn’t know 
this year whether 
or not we'd be 
doing extensive 
touring because 
we ve played 
just about every 
market a band 
can play,” Jardine says of his erstwhile 
bandmate. “But it’s already booked, 
the whole year already. Over Christ- 
mas, | called him up and said, ‘Hey, 
Brian, how ya doin’, man? Hanging 
in there?’ He says, ‘I miss being out 
on the road.’ I said, ‘I couldn’t agree 
more. In the winter, you taper off. 
You don’t work much in November,

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December, January, February. For the 
Beach Boys, it used to be Memorial 
Day to Labor Day. 

“Brian was never part of that, so 
it’s really funny to hear him say, ‘I 
can’t wait to get back out on the road, 
Jardine says of Wilson’s history of 
health issues. “It’s like he’s changed 
his entire lifestyle, gone from the re- 
cording studio to the stage, which is 


great for him and me — especially me, 


because that’s where it’s most fun.” 

For all the talk of Wilson’s fragil- 
ity, he’s a resilient musician. Jardine 
compares their relationship to being 
passengers together in a Maserati, 
where once you hit the accelerator it 
“just carries you away.” But being 75 
and still able to “go out there and be 
a Beach Boy” is a real gift for both of 
them, he says. 

As it happens, The Chapel is less 
than two blocks from a certain wom- 
en-owned, non-judgmental retail shop 
known for radiating sex positivity. 
Jardine briefly lived in San Francisco 
when he was a kid, but has he ever set 
foot in Good Vibrations? 

“T’ve heard of it,” he says. “It’s a 
great name. I remember laughing 
about that.”

Post-rock is characterized by complex and often moving guitar-driven arrangements, drawn out with cinematic 
tension. Instrumental groups like Explosions in the Sky and Godspeed You! Black Emperor create their brands of 
post-rock from a sincere place, with near-equal emphasis on dark, heavy moments along with the soft and tender 
ones. Russian Circles’ approach to post-rock focuses more on intensity — so much so that the group falls under post- 
rock’s heavier offshoot, post-metal. Although only a three-piece band, the Chicagoans play with such ferocity that 
their sound is as bold and full as other groups with many more instrumentalists. Russian Circles’ ability to construct 
emotionally resonant instrumental rock with an edge can be attributed to each band member's history in short-lived 
hardcore and metal bands prior to forming in 2004. Six albums deep into their decade-plus career, Russian Circles has 
astoundingly improved and evolved their musical output with each consecutive release, all while maintaining their 
core sound. 2013's Memorial, the group’s fifth album, is perhaps the shining example of the band’s talents, featuring 
more moments of tranquil ambience contrasted with extended sections of machine-gun drums and distorted, shred- 
ding guitars. The contrast of dark and light found on Memorial results in an emotionally rewarding experience for the 


listener, one that’s only amplified by their blistering live shows. Tim Casagrande

For any true fan of dance music, seasoned or new, Carl Cox is a name that commands respect and admiration from 
nearly every corner. With a career that spans three decades, the British DJ has seamlessly navigated through nearly 
every subgenre of dance music worth hearing, with a good chance he may have pioneered those sounds. As a young 
London DJ in the mid-1980s, Cox desired to find the perfect sound that would set him apart from his peers, leading 
him to perfect acid house, the 303-warped offshoot of house music gaining momentum in Chicago nightclubs at the 
time. In 1995. Cox would reinvent the sound of another genre, techno, with his mix CD F.A.C.T. amid an electronic 
landscape that saw cheesy trance and Europop reigning in the mainstream. Cox’s domination of the techno and un- 
derground dance community continued when he founded his own talent management group to oversee the careers of 
rising young DJs, along with his own label, Intec Records, in 1999. Today, Cox can be seen in Ibiza during his lengthy 
annual residences, or curating and headlining entire stages at massive electronic music festivals. Audiences around 
the world revere Cox as dance music royalty, and he remains just as dedicated and passionate with his music as ever 
before.

Apart from giving the world a plethora of acclaimed albums, youth anthems, and goofy internet memes, Drake’s 
greatest talent could be in his keen ear for discovering future music stars through his label, OVO Sound. Nearly all 
artists on OVO, including Majid Jordan and PARTYNEXTDOOR, share similarities with Drake’s poppy flair with R&B 
and hip-hop, but it’s fellow Torontonian Roy Woods who best captures the moody and introspective vibe that OVO 
artists follow. At a mere 21 years of age, Woods heartfelt and mature lyricism, along with his sultry voice, give the 
impression he is wise beyond his years. Most of Woods’ lyrical content on his recent debut album, Say Less, explores 
struggles with past relationships and celebrating intimacy, not unlike other artists within his genre — but it’s Woods’ 
passionate, at times aggressive delivery that sets him apart. This might be attributable to his past as a high school 
football player, as Woods stated in a winter 2017 interview with The Fader. “They were both different,” he said then. 
“One is more angry and violent. It causes and inflicts pain, whereas the other one releases pain. After that, it was 
easier to understand those emotions and feelings.” Woods’ ability to process complex emotions on a deeper level than 
others around his age allows him to create music that can appeal not only to his generation, but to seasoned souls 
alike.

I’m in D/s relationship. I'm not submissive around the 
clock, but my partner owns my cock. We've purchased 
several male chastity devices, but I can pretty easily get 
my cock out of them. My partner did some investigating 
and learned that the only effective devices work with a 
Prince Albert piercing—a ring through the head of the 
penis that locks into the device, preventing the sub from 
pulling his cock out. My partner now wants me to get a 
PA. I don’t want to get my cock pierced and I've said so, 
but I haven't safe-worded on it. I would very reluctantly 
do it to please her. My partner made an appointment 
for a piercing three months from now, on our second 
anniversary. She told me that we can cancel it if I can 
find an effective chastity device that doesn’t require a 
piercing. Do you or any of your contacts in the fetish 
world know of any devices that are inescapable? 

Piercing Appendage Unnecessarily Scares 
Eager Sub 


“Tve never come across a standard male chastity 
device I couldn’t pull out of,” said Ruffled Sheets, “so 
PAUSES’s partner has obviously researched regular 
chastity devices well.” 

Sheets is an IT consultant who lives in the Unit- 
ed Kingdom with his partner of 15 years. Male chas- 
tity devices have fascinated him for more than two 
decades and, as of this writing, he owns 37 different 
kinds of cock cages. His partner frequently keeps 
his cock locked up for weeks or months at a time— 
and if there were such a thing as a commercially 
available male chastity device that was inescapable, 
Sheets would know about it. 

“However, all is not lost,” said Sheets. “Piercing is 
one of two ways to ensure the penis cannot escape. 
The other is a full chastity belt. Now, full belts aren’t 
without their drawbacks—they are generally more 
expensive, are harder to conceal under clothes, and 
take longer to get used to, especially at night. But 
they are secure. I have three custom-fitted chastity 
belts and, once properly fitted, they’re inescapable.” 
Sheets’ chastity belts were made for him by Behind 
Barz (behindbarz.co.uk) and Fancy Steel (fancysteel. 
com.au). 

But if most commercially available male chastity 
devices aren't inescapable, what’s the point? Why 
would a person bother to wear one? 

“You can only partially escape,” said Sheets. “It’s 
possible to pull out the penis but not remove the 
device,” which is anchored around the balls and base 
of the shaft. “And a partially removed device is awk- 
ward and uncomfortable.” 

For many male subs and their Doms, the sym- 
bolism of a male chastity device is what matters 
most, not its inescapability. And as with other 
forms of sex play and most aspects of healthy rela- 
tionships, the honor system makes it work. 

“As in any negotiated relationship, you can 
cheat,” said Sheets. “But why cheat? They’re easy 
to keep on if you're genuinely interested in submit- 
ting.” 

Fun fact: Locking a guy’s cock in an inescapable 
device doesn’t prevent him from coming. 

“A device can be locked in place with a belt ora 
piercing, but orgasms are still possible,” said Sheets. 
“Tve yet to discover any kind of device that can pre- 
vent the wearer from achieving orgasm if he’s hold- 
ing a powerful wand massager against it, especially 
after weeks without coming.” 

So if your Dominant is locking up your cock to 
prevent you from coming, PAUSES, she'll also need 
to lock up her vibrators. 

There are two other things Sheets wanted you to 
be aware of as you begin to explore male chastity, 
PAUSES. 

“Lots of men are shy about being submissive,” 
said Sheets, “so they’ll say things like ‘I'm normally 
dominant in real life, kind of like PAUSES opened 
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his letter by saying he isn’t submissive ‘around the 
clock.’ I just wanted to make sure he understood 
that chastity is a long-term game. For most of us in 
chastity devices, it’s a 24/7 affair—literally around 
the clock.” If you said you weren't submissive 
around the clock because you didn’t want to admit 
that you are, in fact, submissive around the clock, 
PAUSES, chastity play won't be a problem. But if 
you meant it—if you're not capable of remaining 
in a submissive headspace for more than a few 
hours—you ll need to ask your partner, before the 
padlock clicks shut, just how long she intends to 
keep your cock locked up. 

“Being locked also has another side effect that 
you wouldn't perhaps anticipate,’ Sheets added. 
“Whenever you become turned on, you feel your 
cage or belt against your penis. It can be anything 
from a gentle reminder to a vice-like grip, depend- 
ing on your arousal level. And whenever this hap- 
pens, your mind automatically turns to your key 
holder, even if they’re not around.”

Tell her that it can’t gc 
on like this indefinitely—living in your apartment 
rent-free—as it’s unfair to your roommate and that 
kind of support is too much to expect from some- 
one she’s been seeing for only four months. Tell her 
you appreciate the ways she’s kicking in now—help- 
ing with groceries—but eventually she'll need to 
start kicking in on rent too, and then set a realistic 
date for her to start paying rent. You should also 
encourage her to think about getting her own place. 
Not because you want to stop seeing her—you're 
loving it and loving her—but because a premature 
commitment (and cohabitating is a commitment) 
can sabotage a relationship. You also don’t want 
her to feel so dependent on you that she can’t end 
things if she needs to. You want her to be with you 
because she wants to be with you, not because she’s 
trapped.
